Student Senate's Ethics In Question

At last Thursday's Assoctuted Students Senate 
the Senate passed a resolution endorsing Maria Castro as their 


meeting 


choice for Senate Chair. a position vacated by the resignation of Betty 
Fletcher and thus up for grabs in the special election 
received the vote of every scnator present except Dean Garrison, who 


The resolution 


abstained 

The ethics of this action are at the very least questionable. The 
Senate is a public governing bodywhose authority and responsibility 
is to legislate not to influence elections 

It another body such as the Hornet were to endorse a candidate 
prior to the end of the filing. it would surely be criticized as unwar- 
ranted meddling and rightly so. The current Hornet editor believes 
that last year’s front page endorsement of a candidate by Arturo 
Avina. then ASCSUS President. was unethical. as did many of the 
Senators and candidates at the time The current 
Senate action is comparable. to the action of the Hornet. which was 
loudly objected to 

Secondly. not all candidates had filed because the deadline was 21 
hours away. Only one candidate had filed at the ime Maria Castro 

Remimiscent of the proverbial smoke-filled room, minutes betore 
the Senate meeting Castro walked out of a meeting of the Alter 
native Coalition held in the Senate 
candidacy. The same Senators then marched downstairs and endorsed 


Chair's office and declared her 


her 

Ihe bone of contention is not with Castro's candidacy of 
qualifications but with the Senate's action and its effect and the effect 
of the Election Board's oversight 

If the Senate desired to act unethically and endorse a candidat. they 
should have at least put up an appearance of tairness by warting for all 
the candidates to declare their intentions 

Precticality should be considered. What if a non-Senate-endorsed 
candidate wins the Chair position’? It would take a saint not to teel 
some ammostity towards the senators who voted lor endorsement 
Necdless friction would be generated betore the person even assumed 
olttice 

Student Senator. Dean Garrison. complained to the Electrons 
Board about the propricty of the Senate's action and the Board ts 
researching the matter 

Ihe Board can rule one of two ways 
dorsement normal. ethical and in keeping with the high moral 
traditions of that august body. Or it can declare the endorsemem 
unethicalbut then what’ 

Ihe Board has no power to fine, dismiss from office or punish §$ 

A repeal of the resolution is worthless. The effect has already been 
felt because the endorsement. even if retracted, is fixed in people's 
minds

sideration enters the picture. Currently, only two member on the 
five-member board. which means a heavier work load tha. would or- 
dinarily be the case.

It the Board challenges the propriety of the endorsement, given the 
number of votes the endorsement received. it is clearly within the 
power of the Senate to retaliate by refusing to contirm apporntments 
presented by the Fleetion Board chair

In other words, if you can’t 
raise the $2,500 tuition, forget about college. If you 
can't afford medical care, suffer in silence. If you 
can't afford psychiatric help, that’s too bad. If we, as 
a people, can’t afford decent correctional facilities, 
forget about rehabilitation. If we can’t afford to make 
life comfortable for our aged and disabled, let them 
wait to die on minimal subsistence.
